LOSE OF THE BIENNIAL. 

With today’s proceedings the Bi- 
ennial Convention of Women's Clubs 
will come fo a close. The gathering 
has been in all respects successful. 
Nothing hes occurred to mar the har- 
mony of the occasion. Tolerance for 
one another's opinions has been con- 
spicuous in policy and practice among 
the delegates, and radical differences 
have been adjusted by wise conces- 
sions. The convention which will 
close today has been. probably, the 
most satisfactory gathering ever held 
by the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs. 

Particularly to be noted and com- 
mended is the high quality of the va- 
rious papers which have bee read. 
The subjects discussed have been, for 
the most part, of vital and practical 
importance, and these subjects have 
been lucidly ertertainingly 
treated. The discussions were on a 
high plane. The women ofthe con- 
vention had something to say. and 
they have given utterance to their 
views in a spirit. of candor, with force 
and convincing earnestness. Such 
concentration of purpose, such unity 
of endeavor, such intellectual appre- 
hension of existing conditions and the 
needs of the time in which we live, 
eannot fail to bring forth good re- 
sults; to make for advancement; to 
better the condition of women: to 
benefit the human race. 

The themes of discussion have not 
been those of ancient history. The 
Schieswig-Holstein question has not 
even been broached in the conven- 
tion. Without exception, “live topics 
ave been treated. And these topics 
have been treated, not in a dilettante, 
over-sentimental, or visionary way, 
but with surprising directness, earn- 
estness, force. breadth. and even 
brilliancy. The women of the copn- 


vention have demonstrated that they 


are possessed of sound common 
sense, of discriminating judgment— 
f imteliectuality, in short, which 
‘kes the mere question of sex irrele-

THE BEEF BARONS. 
It is interesting and encouraging 
_to note that the President and the In- 
terior Department are determined that 
there shall be no more “monkey 
business” on the part of the big cat- 
tle kings in the western States in re- 


gard to the public Wands, which they 


now use without warrant of law, and 
seek to absorb. A _ recent dispatch 
from Washington to The Times stated 


- that the President would probably soon 


cause an order to be issued that all 
fences erected by these cattle men upon 
public lands must co down. Such 
an order will undoubvtedly cause 
trouble in several western States and 
Territories, and it will be a difficult 
matter to enforce it, but an offielal of 
the Interior Department is quoted as 
saying that, if necessary, the United 
States army will be called upon to do 
the work. 

This is a matter in which the admin- 
istration will certainly have the hearty 
sympathy and support of all the Amer- 
ican people, except a handful who are 
persdnally interested in depriving home 
seekers of their birthright. It is a 
peculiarly outrageous and indefensible 
condition of affairs which now con- 
fronts the American people, in connec- 
tion with this cattle ring, or trust, 
or whatever it may be called. There 
is no question that the beef trust, 
which has been forcing up the price 
of meat to an outrageous figure, is 
closely allied with this cattle trust. If 
the latter could only secure control of 
all the great ranges of government 
land it would have the people of this 
country at its mercy, and there 
would be no possible chance for the 
home seeker of the future.

REIGN DECORATIONS. 

The announcement that the Presi- 
dent had intimated to the French gov- 
ernment that he did not think it de- 
sirable for France to confer the cross 
of the Legion of Honor upon Admiral 
Dewey and \Lieut.-Gen. Miles appears 
to have been unwarranted by fact. 
It is said that. the report created a 
sensation in diplomatic and army 
and navy circles. 

It is not apparent why such should 
be the case. Only a short time ago, 
in another republic, that of Switzer- 
land, there was a tremendous outburst 
of public criticism because the Prest- 
dent of the republic had accepted a 
decoration from the French govern- 
ment. So great was the pressure of 
adverse opinion that he was forced 
to resign his office. It is difficult to 
see why it should be any more 
proper or fitting for an American offi- 
cial to accept and wear a foreign dec- 
oration than for a Swiss. The United 
States has always been jealous about 
the reception of foreign gifts or dec- 
orations by its representatives and 
officials. In this, we believe it has 
been right, and there is no apparent 
reason why we should now seek to let 
down the bars. If private American 
citizens choose to accept rewards from 
foreign governments they have a per- 
fect right to do so, but in the case of 
officials in the employ of the govern- 
ment—especially such high officials as 
admirals and generals—it would, we 
think, be in extremely bad taste for 
them to wear or receive foreign or- 
ders.

British Manufacturer Barred. 
Recently a strenuous attempt has 
been made to start works in England 
for truck manufacture. One American 
house has spent scores of thousands of 
pounds in fitting a factory for the pur- 
pose in 


Lancashire. Older British 
firme have also fitted up works, but 
these firms find themselves crippled 
at the outset by deliberate discrimina- 
tion on the part of municipal tram- 
way officials. 

The officials stipulate for American 
made goods in the formal! specifications 
of contracts, quite apart from ques- 
tions of price or quality. In at least 
five recent specifications issued for 
municipal tramways there has been a 
clause: “The trucks are to be of the 
Peckham or Brill type.’ Since the 
Peckham and Brill types are patented 
by their owners as carefully as possi- 
bie, and are made mm America, this 
means that the British manufacturer 
is absolutely barred. 

The director of one large Anglo- 
American company, questioned on this 
matter, said: “I regret that the report 
is true, although it seems incredible 
that such a condition of affairs could 
exist.

Reserves Were Called 
Upon Yesterday. 


Talk of Stopping the 
| ptreet Sprinklers. 


Rushing Work on City’s New 
Tunneis—More Water 


Los Angeles is a spendthrift, not of 
gold or silver or diamonds, but- of 
water, more precious than all. 

Only three cities in the United States 
have as great a per capita conéump- 
tion of water as Los Angeles. 

While the supply of water from the 
river is ample for some time to come if 
used conservatively, the city has now 
reached a 
Yesterday, for the first time, the 
consumption exceeded the maximum 
supply. The reserve of 60,000,000 gallons 
in the various reservoirs of the city 
was called upon to supply the demand, 
and a perceptible impression was made 
on this body of water. It is estimated 
that 600,000 gallons, in the 
river y. was used yest 

At — Superintendent Mulholland 
had a conference with Mayor Snyder 
at which the advisability of stopping 
the street sprinkling for a few days, 
if the warm weather continues, was 


Los yesterday consumed 
praccally 25,000,000 gallons of the 
vital fluid, or a percapita con- 
sumption nearly 260 gallons. The 
flow of the river 
diverted into the domestic water pipes 
was 26,000,000 gallons. The main supply 
ditch which supplies the parks carried 
about 8,500,000 ¢ In case of 
emergency this supply could be turned 
into the domestic water pipes, but the 
parks would suffer greatly in conse- 
quence. 

There is a remedy for the t 
condition of affairs, and it is only a 
question of time when it will have to 
be tried, according to Superintendent 
William Mulholland, who knows more 
about the actual condition of the 
water system than any other man in 
the city.

Washington, Buffalo and Philadel- 
phia are the three cities in the United 
States where the per capita consump- 
tion is greater than in this city, Mil- 
waukee and Cleveland formerly had a 
much greater per capita consumption. 
They were confronted with much the 
same problem. Meters were introduced. 
The consumption in Milwaukee fel! 
from nearly 300 to 81 gallons per cap- 
ita. In Cleveland 8000 meters were in- 
troduced on 60,000 taps, and the per 
capita consumption was reduced from 
over 260 to 110 gallons. 

“At the outset the introduction of 
meters will be very unpopular,” de- 
clared Superintednent Mulholland. 
“Those the department who favor 


should be the last to have the meters 
applied. There will be a great hue and 
ery of favoritism, undoubtedly, when it 
is decreed that the large consumers of 
water must submit to the meters. 
However, those who are on 
such matters have seen the handwrit- 
ing on the wall. It will not be long be- 
fore a large proportion of meters will 
have to be used.” 
One of the main reasons why the 
Los Angeles City Water Company fin- 
ally submitted to the compromise was 
the evident necessity developing 
more water or applying the meters. 
To force the citizens to endure a short- 
age of water would work ruin to 
their cause. the company well knew. 
To commence extensive development 
work was, to say the least, a precarious 
expenditure of money, in view of the 
litigation in which the company was 
involved. To propose the universal use 
of meters was to court annihilation. 
en matters reache® a _ critical 
stage last summer, Superintendent 
Mulholland, then the chief engineer 
of the water comfany. advised that 
one or two things must be done. Either 
the company must develop more water 
or must secure such legisiation as 
would conserve the supply. The only 
way to steer clear of this Scylla and 
Charybdis was to sell out to the city. 
Acting on the advice of the engin-zer 
the company agreed to consider the 
made by the city. Otherwise 
the legal battle would still be raging. 
MINING FOR WATER. 
Under the shadow of the Elysian 
Park hills just north of the Buena 
Vista-street bridge the city is mining 
for water. Under the direction of Su- 
ntendent Mulholland a shaft has 
n sunk to a depth of 110 feet. It Is 
a round hole 11 feet 6 inches in diam- 
eter. At the bottom is a large miner's 
sink! pump, which keeps the water 
out the shaft. The black shale is 
hoisted in huge buckets by a windlass 
and wire cable operated by a smal 
surface engine. Now and then one is 
startied to see the bucket come flying 
from the biack depths with a load of 
human — Working in the hole is 
so trying that the men are compelled 
to come to the surface frequently for 
rest and fresh air. 
The gang of twelve men has only two 
feet more to delve before the bottom 
of th eperpendicular shaft is reached. 
The bottom will then be 112 feet below 
the top of the river riprap, and 210 feet 
above sea level. At this depth a large 
infiltration gallery 6% feet high by 5 
feet wide will be started on the horit- 
zontal plane. It will extend almost due 
northeast for haf a mile. and will com- 
ae! cross the narrow neck of the 
n Fernando Valley. The gallery wil! 
tap the underground flow of the river, 
and it is hoped by Superintendent 


Mulholland that a maximum flow of 
5,000,000 gallons every twenty-four 
moan will eventually be obtained. Twa 


years will be required to complete the 
gallery. 

As an evidence of the importance 
attached to the immediate development 
of more water the work is being pushed 
night and day. Men are working _in

It is the present intention of Super- 
intendent Mulholland and the Water

Yesterday Super- 
intendent Mutholiand platted the head- 
ing at the bottom the shaft, and 
made a final survey in expectation of 
the work on the gallery proper, which 
will begin today. 

ANOTHER PUMP. 

A new pump has been ordered. It 
will be a Worthington of the same 
genera! style as the one in use, but will 
have double the capacity. It is ex- 
pected to pump 6,000,000 lions every 
twenty-four hours. The old pump has 
just completed the pheromenal run of 
seven months without a single stop in 
the pulsations of the piston rod. 

In the expansion of the water system 
which came as soon as the city as- 
sumed control, over ten miles of water 
mains, running from 10 to 30 Inches in 
diameter, were ordered. This pipe, with 
the twenty-five miles of smal! laterals, 
will necessarily make some additional 
drafts on the water supply. However, 
the new pipe lines are intended mainly 
to ineure better fire protection and 
will not represent the consumption of 
as much additional water as t 


sup 

Su tendent Mulholland deciares 
that un the old water company the 
city had the cheapest water west of 
the Rocky Mountains, not excepting 
Portiand, which has an unlimited sup- 
ply. and a plant under municipal con- 
trol. The water is not hard, having 
only 27 grains of carbonaté and su!l- 
phate of lime in 100,000 parts. 

Under the present system of water 
rates the poor: man has to bear the 
heaviest relative expense, while the 
rich man with wide expanse of lawn 
gets his supply much cheaper compar- 
atively. The lowest commercial meter 
rate fixed by the Counctl—and fixed 
far too low many maintain—ie 10 cents 
for 100 cubic feet, or 750 gallons. This 
rate is only given to large consumers. 
the rate running as high as 15 cents 
for 100 cubic feet. according to the 
amount used. The surreptitious trials of 
meters on the service pipes of some 
of the best residences in the city shows 
that the rich man often gets water as 
low as 1 cent per 199 cubic feet.

ARCHITECTURE AND LANDSCAPE 
GARDENING DISCUSSED. 


Charles F. Lummis Describes and 
Pictures Missions and “Ei Camino 
Real”—Fashioning of Beauty from 
Wilderness by Nathan F. Barrett. 


Wednesday night's art session at 
Simpson Auditorium was devoted to 
two arts, which contrasted sharply 
one with the other—the architectural 
art of the old padres who fashioned 
temples, communities and souls out of 
the wilderness, and the art of the 
landscape gardener up to these modern 
days, who both grooms and tangles 
acres in and about the seats of civili- 
zation for the pleasure of the eye. 

The padres and their work In South- 
ern California were described by 
Charies F. Lummis of Los Angeles, 
while the landscape gardener and the 
things he has wrought were set forth 
by one of the most eminent of the 
rofession in this country, Nathan F. 

rrett of New Rochelle, N. Y. A 
crowded houses greeted the speakers. 

Mrs. Lowe presided and’ made a 
pleasing little sally as she opened the 
evening. to the effect that it was not 
her fault nor the fault of the chairman 
of the art session, that the meeting 
opened ten minutes late, as they had 
to send for the belated men who were 
to address them, saying that “Lummis, 
for one, was in the woods and didn't 
want to come out.” Mrs. A. H. Brock- 
way of New York, chairman of the 
art session, then introduced Mr. Lum- 
mis as the most deeply-versed student 
of early California history, who was 
to speak on “El Camino Real.” The 
talk waa illustrated with beautiful lan- 
tern slides of the old missions. 

Taking as his text “El Camino Real, 
the King’s Highway.” Mr. Lummis 
gave in brief a description of this 
much-diecussed road of early days, of 
the coming of Father Junipero Serra 
to California, the founding of the mis- 
sions and the achievements of the old 
Franciscans. He also made reference 
to the present condition of the unfor- 
tunate Mission ‘Indians. 

THE KING'S HIGHWAY. 

“There was in fact a Camino Real, 
which means king's highway, connect- 
ing the California missions,” said he. 
“Rut when we speak of a king's high- 
way to our modern vision comes a 
graded, graveled. curbed, sewered 
street, which mistake has caused so 
many excellent people who entirely 
lack imagination to claim that the 
royal road never existed. It was nota 
highway in this sense. For half a cen- 
tury no wheels ever touched it, and 


for a long time after that the only 
wheels it knew were the pine wood 
wheels of e creaking old carretas. 


It was a vague trail marked out by the 
first men who came from civilization 
inte what we are bow 
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terrible running sore in one leg for 
the remainder of his years, though he 
afterward achieved some of the great 
walks of history; the founding by him 
of the mother mission at San Diego in 
1768, and his death in 1784.

The Pasadena-Los Angeles cycle 
path, which blossomed forth three 
years ago and then withered and died, 
is finally to be a means of rapid tran- 
sit between the two cities, if present 
plans do not miscarry. Before the 
summer passes it will be widened into 
a smooth toll road for automobiles and 
will finally be used almost exclusively 
for a line of autos to run from Los 
Angeles to Pasadena, carrying passen- 
gers for a 10-cent fare. 

This rapid transit scheme has been 
brewing for some time, but has been 
kept very quiet by the interested 
parties for several reasons. None of 
those said to be connected with it will 
talk for publication, but it is hinted 
that the reason for not making the 
scheme public has been the desire to 
secure a private right of way for the 
auto line over part of the proposed 
route. Whether or not this can be 
done remains to be seen. 

The Pasadena-Los Angeles cycle 
path scheme originated three or four 
years ago, and the prime mover in it 
was H. M. Dobbins, a well-known citi- 
zen of Pasadena. A picturesque route 
was laid out for it over half the way 
from Pasadena, and the line that was 
blazed can still be seen along the face 
of the hille that mark the eastern side 
of the Arroyo Seco, near the Ostrich 
Farm, and even further south. The 
cycle path was seriously commenced, 
but only finished for a mile south of 
the Hotel Green, over the long high 
trestle that connects that place with 
the Raymond Hotel. 

Mr. Dobbins at that time secured, 
and still owns, a private t of way 
thirty feet wide from the Hotel Green 
in Pasadena to the Arroyo Seco, some 
five or six miles on the way to this

LITERATURE ABROAD. 


THE STORY OF A THRIFTY 
YOUNG ENGLISH EDITOR 
(Special Correspondence of The Times } 


LONDON, April 23.—As a rule Eng- 
lish editors and newspaper and maga- 
zine writers get smaller pay than their 
American brethren, but there is at least 
one young man who until recently was 
making a good thing, judged even by 
American standards, out of turning 
ideas into print. A suit he has just 
brought against his employer, sir 
George Newnes, gives an interesting 
idea of how magazines are made. The 
plaintiff was W. G. FitzGerald, who 
was getting $40 a week as a writer on 
the Strand Magazine four vears ago 
when he conceived the notion of the 
Wide World Magazine, now one of the 
most popular of English monthliies. He 
laid the plan before Sir George Newnea, 
proprietor of the Strand Magazine, at 
a time when Sir George was thinking 
he must start a new publication in 
which he could work off some of the 
great mass of material which had ac- 
cumulated in the Strand pigeonholes. 
The Wide World idea was accepted and 
FitzGerald was made editor at a sal- 
ary of some $60 or $70 a week and with 
a royalty for himself of $3.75 on “very 
thousand copies of the magazine solid. 

The publication became femous 
through publishing the adventure of a 
man named De Rougemont—adventures 
that would have put the excellent Ra- 
ron Munchausen to blush. The circu- 
lation went up until FitzGerald, ac- 
cording to his own testimony, was get- 
ting a year. But ams, the mar- 
velous true tales of De Rougemont 
proved to be imaginative, and the Wide 
World suffered. There was a libel suit 
also over another article. The editor 
remained in power, however, and in- 
creased hissincome still further by 
starting for the Newnes Company an- 
other magazine called “The Traveler.” 
likewise on a salary and royalty basis. 
FitzGerald belleved this royalty busi- 
ness made him a part proprietor of the 
two magazines. Sir George thovght 
otherwise and in consequence had a 
writ serveill on him by his editor for 
legal recognition of FitsGerald’s pro- 
prietary rights. The enterprising e¢d- 
itor was dismissed forthwith and 
brought the present suit to recover 
damages. The court decided yesterday 
that he had no claim. 


It is now expected that the great life 
of Giadstone, on which John Morley 
has been engaged so long, will run to 
two and perhaps three portly volumes, 
to be ready this ‘autumn or at the 
latest early next spring.

Impressions of Miss Kussner, the

[Frank 8, Arnett, In Ainslee'’s:] And 
then Mias Kussner gave me her keen, 
clear-visioned, worded portrait of the 
Czar. “He has the most beautiful eye 
imaginable, and expressive of so much 
soul! He is all kindness and tender- 
ness, yet, despite his lack of height 
and his sien and somewhat delicate 
physique, he impressed me as a man 
of tremendous force-and ability. He 
has a nature all sunshine, and is per- 
fectly happy with his children. who 
were often with him in the temporary 
studio at the palace. He so loves his 
people that he simply canot believe 
that any of them would harm him. He 
is positively without fear, appearing in 
the streets in his drosky or his three- 
horsed tralka, unattended save by his 
coachman, who has been in the family 
for years.
